Birmingham, Ala., May 27.—Power 
needed’ to reform rules of the ‘senate 
rests alone with the voters. Vice 
President Charles G. Dawes said here 
tonight in an address before the an- 
nual meeting of the Associated In- 
dustries of Alabama, and he hopes 
to invoke that force in his effort to 
change a system under which the 
upper house of congress. “has done 
business for 119 years* without ef- 
fective cloture.”’ 

His is an unsought taskyand he 
is not “in search of contest or 
trouble,” he ssserted, but there has 
come to him “the conviction that it 
was the duty of the vice president 
to carry this issue in a non-partisan 
and non-sectional campaign to those 
states which will elect genators. in 
1926. | 

In emphazing his position, Gener- 
al Dawes said he hoped to see “that 
this non-partisan issue is clearly de- 
fined” in the primaries for nomi- 
nation of senators, adding that he 
was coneerned beeause of his consti- 
tutional relations with the senate, “in 
the common. sense expediting of busi- 
ness.” 

Ridicules Force Bill. 

Carrying his campaign into the 
heart of: Dixie, and speaking from 
the same platform with Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood, General Dawes 
declared that “the south is too intelli- 
gent to be deluded into the idea that 
to protect it against gonther force 
bill, the right at times should be 


given te. a minority; or even one sena- 


tor, to throw a monkey wrench into

Answering critics of his reform 
campaign, General Dawes said that 
unlimited: debate “had not checked 
multiplicity of laws, but had result- 
ed in their passage without proper 
consideration.”

King’s Bay, Spitzbergen (By Radio 
from Steamer Farm), May 27.—Two 
false alarms today roused momentary 
hopes among the Amundsen-Ellsworth 
base party aboard the steamer Farm 
and served as indieation of the frayed 
nerves caused by the protracted sus- 
pense. 

Early this morning, while we were 
cruising slowly north along the Spitz- 
bergen coast, one of the deck hands 


noticed an object floating in the water | 


eight or ten miles to the westward. It 
glinted in the sunlight. with the color 
of battleship gray; in whieh our Dor- 
nier-Wal airplanes are Gad. 


It Was Only Ice. 


We gathered along the rail in great 
excitement while our most skilfull 
lookout scrambled aloft through the 
ice-clad ropes of the tall foremast and 
focused his glasses on the distant ob- 
ject. It proved to be only a bit of 
drift ice. 

An hour later, while we were seated 
at breakfast, a bubbling coffee pot in, 
the galley gave a perfct imitation of 
the distant pounding ef an aeroplane 
propeller and sent all of us scurrying 
away from the mess table to the port- 
holes. 

During the past 24 hours, we have 
cruised all along the west coast of 
Spitzenberg to the edge of the ice 
pack on the north: Through the warm, 
bright sunshine we zigaagged back and 
forth over the sea, studying tery

Relief Talk Premature, 


Brief details of several proposals 
for relief expeditions on behalf of the 
fliers reached here today over the 
radio and were discussed by members 
of the base party.

On board the 
mother ships, the feeling ‘persists that 
there still is good reason to hope for 
Amundsen’s safe return. 

Five o’clock this afternoon marked 
the end of the sixth day since the 
fliers’ departure. If no news is re- 
ceived by the same hour tomorrow, 
the conference of the entire base unit 
will be held to consider the advisabil- 
ity of an appeal for a relief expedi- 
tion. Such an appeal would prob- 
ably be made through the Norwegian 
government, 


Weather Still: Fair. 


The weather.- continues excellent, 
and our meteorologists, who are re- 
ceiving from 50 to 100 wireless 
weather réports daily from all parts 
of the northern hemisphere, assure us 
that similar conditions prevail 
throughout the Arctic. 

Our ship ran out’of fresh water 
today and we have the unusual ex- 
perience’ of filling our tanks from an 
iceberg.

Anxious Over Polar Trip 


Hudson, Ohio., May 20—Al] ears in: 
Hudson are turned to the radio to 
listen forthe faintest indication of 
the whereabouts of Roald Amund- 
sen and Lincoln Ellsworth, who have 
lost. communication with the outside 
world in their aerial flight te the 
north pole. 

Anxiety. is tense here, for it is 
this town which Ellsworth, in the 
midst of ease and comfort, left to join 
the intrepid Norwegian explorer in 
his hardships in the far north. It 


was ff the luxurious Ellsworth man- 
sion here that the plans for the ex- 
pedition were laid... 

This was ig November on the last 
visit Eliswotth made to the place 
where the ambitions of his father 
were shattered. ‘He stayed in the 
place only 24 hours but the lights 


}were left burning until nearly dawn 


while the two explorers laid their 
plans. 

The name of Hudson and Ells- 
worth are synonymous. 

James VW. Fiisworth, father of the 
Arctic explorer, and now a multi- 
millionaire: coal operator, is the son 
keeper. He went 
from here to the Ohio mining fields 
and rose to fortune, founding the 
James W. Ellsworth company and the 
Cambridge Collieries company. 

In 1911 the elder Ellsworth | re- 
turned to live among his - boyhood 
scenes and laid his ambitions for an 
ideal American town. 


“Trees must be planted 50 feet 
apart,” he planned, all houses must 
have red tile reofs. There would be 
no street cars. The town must be 
kept “dry.” 

He underwrote all the improve- 
ments, paved the streets and built 
a light. and water plant, a $125,000 
school, a model parsonage, a church, 
and a bank. 

Some of the* populace, however, 
soon began to quarrel over the bene- 
fits and, disappointed and disgusted, 
the elder Ellsworth left to reside 
among paintings of Botticelli in a 
luxurious villa in Florence, Italy. 

Lincoln is the only _ son. After 
leaving college he engaged in engineer- 
ing work in the Canadian northwest 
and took part in geological surveys in 
halé a dozen other countries. 

Society has always bored him, 
friends say, and he has sought the 
far-away places in an unquenchable 
thiest for adventure.- He served as au 
}aviator during the world war. - 
lowing the war he led a_ geological 
survey into the undiscovered places 
of the South American Andes. 

Although some of the relatives of 
Lincoln are alarmed over his fate,

The latest press agent stunt as to 
Florida real estate appears in a most 
attractively illustrated story on the 
front page of Friday’s New York 
World.

‘Possibly one of the best descrip- 
tions of their costume is given by 
the early historian Herodotus, who 
says: “The dress of the Babylo- 
nians is a linen tunic reaching to the 
feet, and above it another tunic made 
of -wool, besitle. which they have a 
short white cloak thrown around them 
and shoes of a particular fashion— 
they have long hair, wear turbans, 
and annoint fheir whole body with 
perfumes. Every one carries a seal, 
and a walking stick, carved at the top 
into the form wf an apple, a rose, a 
lily, an eagle, for it is not their hab- 
it to use a stick withou® an orna- 
ment.”

disease conditions. Just what the 
patient gets in « mineral water and 
not in ordinary tap or well water,- 
nobody seems to know. For a- while 
it was quite the thing to ascribe the 
miracles wrought by mineral waters 
to their radioactivity or radium con- 
tent, but that lost its interest when 
people began to learn that all natural 
waters are more or less radio active, 
contain more or less radium. I am 
inclined to agree with Dr. Jesse Feir- 
ing Williams, professor of physical ed- 
ucation in teachers’ college, Columbia 
university, who tells us in his recent 
book. “Personal Hygiene Applied,” 
that much of the supposed value of 
mineral waters lies in the comfort- 
able surroundings, the outdoor activi- 
tties, the exercise, the baths, perhaps 
the patient's attentiveness to proper 
diet, when visiting or stayihg at the 
spa. The use of mineral. water 
away from the héalth resort is there- 
fore, frequently disappearing. As Dr. 
Williams tersely puts it: Persons in 
good health do not reyuire special 
waters; pérsons with disease should 
consult a physician. Dr. Williams 
takes occasion to point out the ab- 
surdity of using so-called lithia wa- 
ter. People who are found of all 
these fishiological adventures should 
look up Dr. Williams’ book—they’ll. 
find it illuminating. 

A question asked every day is, 
much water does one require, and in 
what quantities and at what times 
should: one take it? 

The daily quantity needed for good 
health varies greatly with different 
conditions of weather, climate, diet. 
physical activity. If an, averaze can 
be mentioned at all it is six or eight 
glasses of water apart from the water 
taken in or with food. It is of good 
habit to drink at least’a glass of wa- 
ter on rising in the morning; a glass 
with breakfast; another glassful mid- 
forenoon; a glassful with Junch at mid- 
day; another glassful midafternoon ; 
a glassful with evening dinner; an- 
other glassful .at bedtime. That 
makeg nearly three pints of water in 
the day, aside from water in or with 
food. Many of us. need much more 
water than that in the summer time 
or when we ure working or playing. 
Some old theoriex about the ill ef- 
fect of drinking cold water before a 
meal or while at a meal or immedi- 
ately after a meal, @re no longer given 
serious consideration. because physi- 
ology has taught us that water taken 
in such circumstances improves diges- 
tion and has no actual} ill effect. Par- 
tieglarly is it advisable to drink cold 


one feels at all thirsty. 

A great many elderly folk, or feeble 
ones, like to drink a pint or so of 
hot watér on rising orsin the half 
hour or so before breakfast in the 
morning. ‘Tbey find that this helps 
to regulate the function of the bowel. 
It is at any rate a harmless habit, 
and if one prefers hot water to. cold in 
the morning. it is perfectly healthful 
to take it hét.. Sometimes more or 
less salt is added to the water, but 
that is often objectionable, since most 
of us get too much salt in or on our 
food anyway, and the addition of the 
salt does not 1dd anything to the pliys- 
jological action of the water. If a 
liberal drink ef water, hot or cold, 
is tak@m first thing on rising, and the 
impulse to empty the bladder is re- 
strained until after breakfast, this 
aften proves effective in opposing con- 

tination.

Cambridge, Mass., May 27.—A ¢a- 
blegram received at the Harvard col- 
lege observatory from the central bu- 
reau of astronomical telegrams at Co- 
penhagen avnounces the discovery by 
Watson at Cape of Good Hope, May 
25, of a new star of the second mag- 
nitude in the constellation Pictox in 
the southern hemisphere. 

The star, known as Nova Pictoris.

TAX PUBLICITY LAW 
FACES BITTER BATTLE 


Washington, May 27.—(Special.)— 
If the administration intends to carry 
its fight for repeal of the publicity 
sections of the new revenue law to 
the next congress, as is apparent, it 
will be a stiff battle. 


It 
capitol that President Coolidge and 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon will 
renew their recommendation for the 
repeal of the publicity section. The 
republican regulars in both houses, 
along with some ef the more conserva- 
tive democrats, will line up in favor 
of such action, and administration 
leaders believe in, the end they will 
have enough votes to carry it. 

Coalition Favors Law. 

Nevertheless, they fully realize that 
they again will have to combat the 
coalition of democrats and insurgents 
which wrote the publicity section into 
the last revenue bill. ‘That coalition 
is somewhat weakened, but still for- 
midable, Instead of yielding to the 
widespread demand for repeal of the 
publicity section, republican insur- 
gents are working on a substitute 
draft. to clarify and strengthen that 
section. 

Senator Couzens, Michigan, chair- 
man of the senate committee now en- 
gaged in investigating the internal 
revenue bureau, expressed the view to- 
day that congress would not ».:o¢etion 
a return to the old practice of the 
treasury department of safeguarding 
income tax payments from public in- 
spection. He favors throwing the en- 
tire return of a taxpayer open.to pub- 
lic inspection. 

Would Widen Scope. 

“I do not believe the publicity sec- 
tion should be repealed,” said the sen- 
ator. “I am not in favor of repeal, .but 
I am in favor of widening the scope 
of publicity provision. The entire tax 
return should be open to public inspec- 
tion.” 

Senator King, Utah, a democratic 
oa of the Couzens committee, and 
Senator Borah, Idaho, also predicted 
that it would be impossible to repeal 
the publicity section. Senator King 
said he was engaged in drafting a new 
tax bill which he -would offer when 
the question of tax revision reaches 
the senate. In it he will have some 
suggestions to offer for clarifying the 
present law. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, author 
of the original tax publicity section, 
will lead the fight against repeal, 
said just before leaving here Wednes- 
day for Canada that he would intro- 
duce a provision opening the full re- 
turns ta publicity. if an attempt is 
made for repeal. He made this threat 
last session, which was regarded as 
partly responsible for the issue being 
left dormant.
